Portland, Or.—According to salmcn i 
cauuers t.he packing in Columbia ri¬ 
ver for the season just, closed will 
show a decrease of 50,000 cases as 
compared with last year’s pack of 
300,000 cases. More fish entered the 
river than for many seasous , but the 
bulk came during the past two weeks ( 
when the largest runs in the history 
of the river took place. In that short : 
time the capacity of tho canneries 
was wholly inadequate to dispose of 
the enormous quantity of tish though 
the shortage of the first part of the 
season was only partially overcome.

In a recent number the 
1 niteil States, Switzerland and Italy are made the subjects for discus¬ 
sion. The figures for this country art taken from the twelfth census. Ami. 
of course, are both interesting and instructive. Cancer in the United States 
is said to have been the cause of 29,475 deaths, equivalent to a rate of 38.(1 
l’° l Ilk),000 living. 1 he regions showing the highest and lowest death rates 
from cancer and tumor were: Highest— l’aclfie coast region, 51.9 per 100,000; 
heavily timbered region in the Northwest. 40.8 per 100.000; Northeastern nTlis 
and plateaus, 44.5 per 100,000; prairie region, 43.0 per 100,000; Atlantic 
coast region, 41.5 per 100,000. Lowest—Gulf coast region, 20.2 per 100,000; 
South Central Appalachian region, 20.0 per 100,000: South Atlantic const,' 18.7 
per 100,000; south interior plateaus, 18.1 per 1(8),000; Mississippi River belt 
11.3 per JOOjOOO. 

The deafh rate from cancer and tumor per 100,000 was; White, 6(5.7; Chi¬ 
nese. 49.4; negro, 48.0: Indian, 28.0; foreign-born. 124.0. It will thus be 
obsetied that the foreign-horn whites are much more subject to cancer than 
native-born whites, and not only this, but those who have one foueign-born 
parent are more liable to the disease than tlie native-born whites. The sta¬ 
tistics also show that Jews contract cancer very frequently in tlie latter half 
ot life, and that the cancer rate is far higher in rural than in urban districts. 

The death rate from cancer of four of the most important American cities, 
per 1(8 ),000 living, all ages, is as follows: Chicago, 03.3; New York, 04.7; 
Philadelphia, 73.0; and San Francisco, 112.0. 

Notwithstanding the efforts that have been made within the past few 
years to trace the origin of cancer, it must, in truth, he confessed that but 
a very small corner of tlie veil which covers its secret has been lifted. Its 
etiology is yet to be discovered. Perhaps of all the well-known diseases 
of modern lire, our knowledge of cancer Is less than of any. The liopenil 
feature of the situation is that almost all civilized nations’are vying with 
each other, and giving money and brains in the endeavor to solve the cancer 
problem.

The cosmopolitan character of the 
eighty odd students enrolled is a feat¬ 
ure of life at the Young Men’s Chris¬ 
tian Association Training School. 
Again, this school is unique in the 
prominence it gives to sports. While 
in some other schools and colleges 
there has been talk of either limiting 
the time devoted to or prohibiting cer¬ 
tain sports, the Young Men’s Christian 
Association Training School not only 
gives place In its curriculum to the 
best known sports, but is constantly 
looking about for new ones that shall 
serve to develop now muscles.

THE EARLY MORNING AIR 

It Has a Virtue Over that of Later 
llourp. 

Chemists have long told us not only 
what is tlie exact composition of the 
air. but also that this composition is 
practically constant, whether the air be 
! t lint near the mountain top or the sea, 
or from the chemistry would not ap- 
, pear to offer any explanation of the 
; benefit gained from “a change or air.” 
! Similarly everyone knows the sweet¬ 
ness and freshness of the early morn¬ 
ing air, attractive properties which 
j disappear ns the day advances, but so 
! far as analysis goes the composition 
’ of early morning air is not different 
; from that of air of any other time. It 
; is well to remember, however, that 
during the passing of night to day 
i and of day to night several physical 
changes take place, says the London 
Lancet. There is a fall in tempera¬ 
ture at sunset and a rise again at 
dawn, and consequently moisture Is 
| alternately being thrown out and 
taken up again, and it is well known 
1 that change of state is accompanied 
by electrical phenomena and certain 
i chemical manifestations also. 

The formation of dew has probably, 
therefore, far more profound effects 
I than merely the moistening of objects 
with water. Dew is vitalizing not cn- 
; lively because it is water, but because 
it possesses ail Invigorating action, due 
! partly, at any rate, to the fact that 
j it is saturated with oxygen, and it has 
been stated that during its formation 
(peroxide of hydrogen and some ozone 
I are developed. It is not improbable 
that the peculiarly attractive and re- 
, freshing quality which marks the 
! early morning air has its origin in 
i this way. Certain it is that the brac- 
! ing property of the early morning air 
| wears off as the day advances, and it 
j is easy to conceive that this loss of 
[ freshness is due to tlie oxygen, ozone

Arthur Jennings, a 17-year-dld peanut 
vender of Florence has achieved na¬ 
tional publicity because of a deal into 
which he entered some 
time ago witha well- 
known Eastern medi¬ 
cal college for the sale 
of his head after 
death. 

T It e lad, through 
sickness when very 
voting, was affected 
with an enlargement 
of the cranium and 
lias long been an ob¬ 
ject of study f( r local 
physicians, who are 
surprised that he has lived as long as 
he has. Arthur’s head has not grown 
any for the past year, but it is now 
large enough to cause the hoy a great 
deal of inconvenience and may result 
In his sudden death almost any day. 

The head measures thirty-two inches 
in circumferences and Is said to be the 
largest cranium on a human being in 
the world. Local physicians say the 
enlargement Is due to water. The 
head is so large t lint the spinal calm inn 
has been affected, and young Jennings 
is compelled to use a cane when he 
walks to keep from losing his balance.

population of Paris could hide itself 
beneath the city. 

To build the city we know so well 
to-day past generations delved and dug 
beneath it for the coveted stone. What 
then were quarries have now become 
caves, portions of which have been 
c. nvirted into catacombs an 1 coutaia 
the bones of the (lead, while others arc 
used for the very mundane purpose of 
growing mushrooms. The mushroom 
is a comestible particularly favored 
by .the French. Wagon loads from 
near aud far find their way Into the 
central markets of the city every day 
In the year, and the annttul consump¬ 
tion by the Parisians of this vegetable 
represent a value ot over $1,250,000. 
Both beneath the city itself and out¬ 
side it. these strange mushroom eaves 
extend for miles In all directions; and 
in them hundreds of men, who often 
never see daylight from morn till eve, 
pass their lives In cultivating the 
mushroom. 

“1 wjts told that 1 should find these 
“under-boulevards" of the great city 
well worthy of a visit, and I accepted 
the offer of an influential friend to ob¬ 
tain permission for myself and a photo¬ 
grapher to descend Into the bowels of 
the earth and learn something of the 
nrt of Underground mushroom grow¬ 
ing. We departed one fine morning, i 
the photographer and 1. for MalakulT. 
on the outskirts of Paris. We found 
the mushroom farmer on lbs la. m 
awaiting us—a well-built, bluff, hearty 
specimen of French “ferniler.” M 1 
Burviugt by name. 1 looked around 
for signs of eaves, but failed to find 
them, nor did I see any hills In the 
neighborhood under which they might 
he. In answer to a question 1 was in¬ 
formed that they were just 15 metres 
under our feet, 

“This shaft leads right into them,” 
said (tie farmer, indicating a covered 
circular hole in the ground I hud not 
hitherto noticed. lie pulled the hoards 
away, and I looked down, shuddering, 
for I looked only Into fathomless dark¬ 
ness. How we were to get down puz¬ 
zled me; how the photographic appara 
tns was going to fare worried the pho¬ 
tographer, and we were both immense¬ 
ly relieved to loam that this shaft was 
not the entrance, hut only the place 
where they pitched the manure down. 
I still had hopes of gaining entrance 
other than by descending a shaft—a 
gentle slope or something of that icrt 
was what I wanted—and I felt con¬ 
vinced that this would lie the case 
when our guide said we had rather a 
long walk before us. It proved a go d 
three-quarters of an hour's journey, 
ov»*r fields niul down country lanes, 
ere he stopped suddenly before a small 
square fence and told us we had reach¬ 
ed our destination. And we had been 
following the line of one of the under¬ 
ground passages all the time. 

Opening a gate, the farmer revealed 
a shaft; my hopes were scattered to 
the winds. 1 had never done any lad¬ 
der-climbing, and 1 really did not fancy 
the feat of "monkeying" down a pole, 
the mugs of which were Just short Iron 
bars Inserted, none too near one an¬ 
other, on either sid ■. and which sway¬ 
ed to and fro like a iajugli In the wind. 

“I can’t see the bottom," said the 
photographer, somewhat ruefully. 

For ray part that, did not matter so 
much, I was only anxious not to feel 
! It too suddenly, for there was nothing 
to break a drop of 45 feet, unless hlt- 
i ting against the sides as one fell might 
I be regarded as breaking it The first 
i difficulty was to get the photographic 
apparatus below. Camerastand, and 
flash lamps were packed Into a basket, 
which was hooked on to a rope, and 
away it sped, hut quick as the rope 
went through the hands of the “chain- 
pignonniste” the camera st nd was 


that out of the circle of light that came 
down the shaft one could not have se ra 
one’s hand before one’s eyes had it 
been held there. Our guide shouted, 
and ltis voice, being in keeping with his 
stature, filled the blackness, rumbling 
away down the many nrteries leading 
from where we were standing and com 
lug back again fr.nn a dozen different 
directions. In answer to his cull there 
presently danced lit the dark void 
ahead of us a couple Of lights. 

They heralded the approach of a 
couple of “eliampigijonnistes,” who, 
emerging from their habitual gloom, 
disclosed themselves as short, dark in 
divlduais. of none too prepossessing ap 
penrnnee. attired, with but scant re¬ 
gard for the temperature, in blue cot¬ 
ton trous ts, blouses.’ and “sabots." 
Their coats they had discarded. Imol; 
ing at the condition of the ground I 
| envied them their substantial foot-cov 
i erlngs. and the more so when, later, 

1 found myself wading through a verb 
able morass of slimy sand. 

Provided with lights—small round 
| colza-oil lamps (ixi*d on the ends of 
sticks— and encumbered with the plu>- 
| tographie materials, we moved forward 
! and then the real torture of the ex¬ 
perience began. 

“Minds your heads.” said the guide. 
“Bend your backs! l’renez garde lu!" 
In alarm, as the bewildered photo¬ 
grapher was about to dispute the solid¬ 
ity of the ceiling above. We benl our 
backs, bent ourselves nearly double In 
fact, and yet felt our heads scrap¬ 
ing the roof of the passage: and bent 
and cramped like Ibis we were for two 
mortal hours. I said that the place

nits cold. damp, black, and uninviting; 
lot me now add that it Mas very un¬ 
comfortable, for tin 1 celling al> ive us.— 
of solid stone was not more than .'1 
feet from the floor. If ever there was 
a time when 1 have not been proud of 
my height It was during those two aw¬ 
ful hours. We formed a weird and 
ghostly procession as wo moved for- 
wartl through tile Inky blackness, the 
silence broken only by our footsteps as 
uesplashed along through the puddles, 
the solemn drip, drip of water from the 
walls aud roof, an exclamation now 
and then from myself as I nearly trip¬ 
ped over one of the mushroom beds, 
and strange mutterlngs from the man 
who xvas to M'ork the camera. 

The famous mushroom-hcds Mere at 
our feet. We were, in fact, walking in 
the narrow space between them— a 
path perhaps a foot In width. They 
ran along the caves In rows, two 
against the sides, and a pair down the 
centre. They seemed to be banks of 
sand some 2 feet In height, and inclin¬ 
ing up from a 2 feet base to a round¬ 
ed top. The soil Mas clammy and 
crumbling to the touch, and Inlaid with 
round white discs, varying In circum¬ 
ference from the dimensions of u quar¬ 
ter to a small-sized saucer—the pre¬ 
cious mushrooms. 

"Is there much of this?” I asked of 
the farmer lending us, who seemed pre¬ 
pared to walk on for ever. 

"Seven or eight kilometre*,” he an¬ 
swered unconcernedly. 

We had arrived at a bend. How long 
I had been creeping onwards, bumping 
now my head and now an arm, stum¬ 
bling, sprawling and saying things, I 
know not; but my back ached fright¬ 
fully, and I appreciated more than ewer 
before the comforts of being a short 
man. 

It seemed we had walked for ages. 

“We will take a photograph here,” I 
said, which brought the party to a halt. 
While the photographer made ready 
hi* camera I exnlanned to our friends 


the mystery of the flash-lamp, andj 
when he was quite ready gave them 
the signal to put out their lamps. They 1 
did so. The blackness could almost' 
have Ijeen cut M’lth n knife, and the 
stillness was so Intense that we could 
hear each other's regular breathing. 1 
Terrible thoughts scurried through 
my brain. What must It be, 1 thought 
1 to be lost in such a place without a 
| light, without food, or to la* In there 
I M'ith an enemy who was familiar with 
' its ramifications? It was a place to 
j lose one's self In. to go mild In. to be 
j murdered in without the world bang a 
i jot the wiser. And what tiai that? 
Something crawling over my face, here 
and there and everywhere; something 
creeping tip my arms; something glid 
• ing round my neck. Would that lamp 
never flash? It seemed an age, but 
Mas In reality not a second. A blue, 
blinding glare went up, Illumining the 
space around with such a light as it 
had never seen before, and showing' 

, up plainly the trio of “champlgnon- 
nistes" crouched down ns they worked, 
j and scaring a million flies and spiders 
and goodness alone knows what other 
1 Insects and vermin. The light died 
down and Meat out, and again the 
| lamps sprang Into life and shed their 
flickering, welcome gleams around. 

After securing some other pictures 
and a very fine accumulation of small 
tiles on our lamps — indeed, the oll-Mells 
; were black with them—we gladly 
sought the upper M-orld again. 1 had 
j no ambition to explore the caves in 
| their entirety, but only to get my 
I crumped spine once more into its nor- 
1 null position, to sit down and rest in it 
neighboring inn and gather mushroom 
knowledge from the lips of the grower 
| himself. Fifty years before, he told 
! me, the caves luul been open to the 
[ broad light of day. They were the 
scene of great, activity, resounding con¬ 
tinually with the explosions of gun- 
powdetr, for there men Mere quarrying 
the stone that helped to build l’at'ls. 
Later on they had been abandoned and 
covered In, to be finally taken over by 
the cultivators of mushrooms. This is 
the history of most of the caves which 
are now used for this purpose, not only 
la the neighhorhc od of the capital, but 
throughout France. 

But nil are not of the kind l have 
just described, otherwise I should not 
have gone myself aud prevailed upon 
the photographer to accompany me to 
the famous caves of Issyles-Molineaux, 
owned by ehamplgnonuiste Sauvngeot. 

1 found them, as 1 had been told 1 
should, to be In decided contrast to 
those previously visited; as large as the 
other M'ere small <530 feet In height at 
least. And there M as no ladder to de¬ 
scend one walked straight Into the tun 
nel from the daylight, for it pierced a 
hill, a chalk hill whence had been quar¬ 
ried thousands of tons of chalk of the 
quality that makes acquaintance with 
the tips of billiard cues. The main tun¬ 
nel, cutting clean Into the hill for a dls 
tnuce of not less than 250 yards 
would have easily admitted a carriage 
and pair, carrying another vehicle on 
top. As mushroom caves go it was cer¬ 
tainly a handsome one, but Just ns cold 
and damp as any other, M'ith a switch- 
hack sort of road leading from the en¬ 
trance to the bottom of the caves. 
Here there Mas space for six lilies of 
mushroom beds to wend tlieir Irregular 
Mays side by side, as will lie seen In 
our photograph. 

There were six of these large galler¬ 
ies, from which numerous others ran 
off. twisting and Minding about to the 
length of some seven kilometres, (’til 
in the sides of the passages were num- 
orqus little "chapels." some on a level 
with the ground, others high up in the 
side of the null. In all these caves 
contained sonic sixty kilometres of fine 
mushroom-beds; spiders and flies we 
found there In tlieir millions, the only 
occupants beyond rats and the cats 
that are kept there to catch them. 

In no case of such dimensions are all 
the mushroom beds In the same stage 
of advancement nt once. While some 
thousands of metres are in full bloom, 
others are not so far advanced, and in 
some passages the beds are only Just 
being laid down, M-hile In others the 
work of clearing out old and useless 
beds Is being carried oil. Why this Is 
so will be apparent when it is statist 
that It would take fifty men employed 
In the caves nt Moullneaux eight 
months to fill them M’ith the (58,000 
metres they are capable of accommo¬ 
dating. 

Scrupulous cleanliness Is an absolute 
sine qua non ere a new tied can he 
laid down. The cave must be cleared 
of the old Ixsl entirely; not a pnrtiole 
of It must be left, for with all the 
mushroom’s aptitude for lightning 
growing, it is something of ajdnndy 
in ttie vegetable world. There are cer¬ 
tain tilings it does not like; that it pre- 
fersdeathto, In fact, and amongst them 
may he mentioned dead rats, old Iron, 
and a parasitical Insect with a special 
weakness for the nutritious mushroom. 
When this insect gets In Its deadlly 
work, the farmer has good reason to 
sigh. Dead rats are frequently found 
In the caves with dead mushrooms all 
around them, for the mushroom ap¬ 
parently cannot tolerate (lend rats any¬ 
more than It can rusty horse-shoes or 
any other rusty pieces of Iron. Such 
things spell loss to the “champignon 
niste.”

ROMANCE IN VARIED GUISE. 

Definition of the Word la Suaceptlblr 
of Wide 1)1 vorNifloatIon. 

Wlmt is romance? Even tho collo¬ 
quial use of the term is varied. When 
we say "you are romancing” or call 
anything romantic as distinguished 
from what is real or what Is true we 
mean one tiling, hut quite another 
when we apply the term romantic to I 
natural scenery. And in this applica¬ 
tion we must distinguish between the 
effect upon us of that which we call 
romantic because of human associn- j 
tions with certain sights or sounds and 
that wildness of nature which we call I 
romantic because of its absolute dis- : 
■ociation from anything human. 

Keeping out of mind the use of the 
word in artistic and literary criticism, 
let us try to find what element of 
reconcilement there Is in the diversities 
of colloquial usage. 

In all that is generally called ro¬ 
mantic In the cases above mentioned 
there Is the common element of 1 
strangeness. We easily revert to what 1 
must have been the original sense of 
the word in its connection with those 
rai'dlmval modifications of the Latin 
tongue known ns the romance lan¬ 
guages. Tho Saxon or Celt would 
have found ids native tongue sufficient 
for all ordinary needs, but if lie 
caught the Roman air in any way, by ! 
travel or refinement of taste and habit, 
he would, to meet the newly developed 
need, borrow the graces of the Roman 
speech—that is, lie would romance.— 
Harper’s Magazine.

Greatest In Size of All Creation* of 
the Living; World.

rest among the mountain summits, even 
crowning the lops of the trees them¬ 
selves, and here discharge their rain. | 
Tlie soil is deep and spongy with eon- 
turies of decomposing vegetable matter, 
furnishing nn uneqtmled nurturing 
plnce for vegetation, and tliere are nr. 
extremes of heat In summer or depths 
of cold in winter, says thd" Century . 
Magazine. 

Every condition has boon favorable 
(o unexampled exuberance of .growth 
not. only of the largest trees, but of all 
manner of undergrowth, vine, shrub ! 
anil brake. A huge tree falls, decays

EMERSON'S PROSE STYLE. 

Held to Be Larklnf la tlie quality 
of Writers Called Masters. 

W hat shall bo said of Emerson’s 
prose? Was Matthew Arnold right 
when, as aa experienced critic calmly 
judging the favorite author of his 
youth, he denied that the “Essays,” 
the lectures and "English Traits" form¬ 
ed a body of prose of sufficient merit 
to entitle Emerson to be ranked as a 
great man of letters? It seems as if 
the time hail come for Emerson’s coun¬ 
trymen frankly to accept this verdict. 
Because of deficiencies, both of style 
and of romance, Emerson does not 
belong to tlie small class of the great 
masters of prose. Uis style, despite 
the fact that. "Nature" and many of 
the essays contain pages of eloquent 
prose almost equal in power and beau 
ty to nolde poetry, was nearly always 
that of the lecturer or preacher rather 
than that of tlie.writer, lie too fre¬ 
quently lost tlie note of distinction and i 
was content if he satisfied ids far from 
exigent audiences. In diction, to he 
sure, lie was a conscious and consum¬ 
mate master, and it need scarcely lie 
said that few writers have surpassed 
him in .the ability to compose a preg¬ 
nant sentence. But, as is generally ad¬ 
mitted and as is shown by his prao : 
tioo of piecing Ids notes together, la¬ 
wns rarely able to evolve a paragraph, | 
much more a whole essay, in a mas- j 
terl.v or even in a workmanlike fashion.
